SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Huge Ladies Vol. 1 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Huge Ladies Vol. 1 tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. It also presents sexual material in a manner which dehumanises and 
demeans women participants. The video recording contains depictions of sexual 
activity between a man and his niece, who is portrayed as being in her mid-teens. 
Other parts of the same scene show a woman displaying her breasts directly to the 
camera as she expresses milk and invites the viewer to drink. A later scene consists 
almost entirely of close-focus depictions of a woman’s breasts as she fondles and 
squeezes them to express milk. In both scenes the act of lactation is eroticised by its 
sexual context. The manner in which these displays of lactation are presented is 
dehumanising and demeaning. 

Huge Ladies Vol. 1, in its present form, tends to promote and support the exploitation 
of young persons for sexual purposes. The video recording falls under the criteria of 
s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) and 
is therefore deemed objectionable. The Classification Office would have classified the 
publication differently if the scene depicting sexual activities between uncle and niece, 
and two further sequences which contain close-focus depictions of women lactating, 
had been excised. A notice regarding the proposed excisions was issued but the 
current owner failed to respond to this notice. 

The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have been 
considered. The right to freedom of expression contained in si 4 of the NZBR Act does 
not apply to this video recording because it falls under the criteria of s3(2) of the FVPC 
Act. The deeming provisions of s3(2) override si 4 of the NZBR Act because they 
cannot be given a meaning which is consistent with the rights and freedoms contained 
in the NZBR Act. 
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
